ON BEHALF OF YOUR POCKETBOOK 
As everyone k nows, there is often a great dif­ 
ference between the price a farm er gets for the 
food products he 
sells, and the price the ultim ate 
consumer m ust pay. 
A long list of charges is responsible for tha t 
difference. It costs money to transp ort food, to 
process and pack it, to preserve it, to carry on 
the vast m achinery tha t operates between p ro­ 
ducer and consumer, and, finally, to sell it at re­ 
tail. 


Many of those costs are unavoidable and neces­ 
sary. Some are not. And the great problem of 
food distribution is to elim inate those which are 
not, while at the same time effecting any possi­ 
ble reductions in the essential costs. 
About fifteen years ago, when the nation was 
appalled by high post-w ar food costs, better dis­ 
tributing and selling methods were started. These 
methods managed to do away with a num ber of 
old “m iddlem an” costs — they cut others. In less 
than a generation, they made constant and re­ 
mark able progress. 
Today a similar situation exists — food prices 
are rising, and there is danger tha t they will go 
beyond the point where the people can com forta­ 
bly pay. The solution, then, is the same as it 
was fifteen years ago: To advance as rapidly as 
possible the work of cutting costs between p ro­ 
ducer and consumer. 
Few undertak ings are so valuable to the Ameri­ 
can pock etbook — few deserve such widespread 
support from the great American public, which 
m ust pay the bill for wasteful and inefficient 
food distributing methods.

Des Moines, Dec. 4 (ZP) — Mid­ 
west agricultural ex perts com-, 
pared notes today and predicted 
bigger crops and more money for 
corn belt farmers in 1936. 
Briefly , a survey of farm lead­ 
er opinion in the nation’s bread 
basket gave this picture of 1936 
farm prospects:

slightly 
over 1935. 
Less need for long term credit, 
but a stronger demand for short 
term loans. 
An increase in hog production 
which will bring the output to 
near normal levels by the fall of 
19 36. 
A 
slightly 
higher 
average 
price for hogs during the 19 35-36 
marketing y ear. 
A slight increase in corn prod­ 
uction, but no important change 
in output of other feed grain 
crops. 
With average y ields, a slight 
increase 
in 
wheat production 
over 19 35. 
An increase in the number of 
grain fed cattle, with a moderate 
declined in fat cattle prices dur­ 
ing the late winter and spring. 
An ex pected IO per cent in­ 
crease in consumer ability to buy 
farm products, due to improved 
business conditions, is the eco­ 
nomic balance wheel ex pected to 
hold up farm prices. Little if any 
improvement in foreign demand 
for corn belt farm products is 
anticipated. 
Edward A. O’Neal, president of 
the American Farm Bureau fed­ 
eration, predicted a “ good in­ 
crease” 
in farm income nex t 
y ear. 


South Dakota leaders pointed 
to the availability of seed for 
nex t spring’s plantings, and the 
improvement in the farm credit 
situation as evidences of bright­ 
er 19 36 prospects. 
Ohio State university econo­ 
mists predicted a 5 per cent in­ 
crease in Ohio farm income if 
present 
conditions 
continued. 
The Ohio farm bureau federa­ 
tion termed 19 36 prospects “ con­ 
siderably brighter.” 
Purdue university economists 


ex pressed the belief that prices 
would hold up nex t y ear in In­ 
diana. 
J. C. Mohler, secretary of the 
Kansas 
board 
of 
agriculture, 
said 19 36 prospects in Kansas 
were 
“ much 
more 
favorable” 
than at this time last y ear. 
A. E. Anderson, state and fed­ 
eral agricultural statistician for 
Nebraska, said “ we feel that the 
economic situation nex t y ear will] 
be much better than it has been* 
for several y ears.” 
J 
Iowa State college economists 
said, “ the y ear 19 35 was a good 
one for Iowa farmers. Prospects 
are that 19 36 will be as good, anc.! 
possibly better.” 
Farm leaders pointed out that 
shading the background of the* 
entire 19 36 farm picture were* 
two “ ifs” —the weather and un­ 
predictable 
economic 
disturb­ 
ances which m ight upset prices.
